Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . In the office action dated 03/08/05, the examiner inadvertently included claim 26, 
which was cancelled by the amendment dated 10/08/04, in the allowed claims. This 
supplemental office action is to clarify the above-mentioned error.

2. Claims 1-25, 27-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Upon further consideration and comparison with prior art of record (closest 
reference, Knoll et al. - US 6,233,200), the amended claims 1-34 are allowed. Prior art 
of record, taking individually or collectively, fails to fairly teach synchronous receiver and 
method for operating synchronous receiver, as claimed, the claimed subject matter a 
digital locked loop (DLL) circuit configured to receive the second clock signal from the 
clock signal buffer, wherein the DLL circuit is configured to drive the second clock signal 
to the data buffer; a clock verification circuit, wherein the clock verification circuit is 
configured to receive the clock detect signal from the clock detector, and wherein the 
clock verification circuit is configured to reset the source synchronous receiver 
responsive to a failure to receive clock detect signal" in Independent claim 1 (claims 2- 
17 depend therefrom) and similarly in independent claim 18 (claims 19-25, 27-34 
depend therefrom). Thus, claims 1-, 25, 17-34 are found to be novel and unobvious 
over prior art of record.
